Died  Sept.  18,  1823  probably  in  Bainbridge,  N.  Y. 

Married  Apr.  7,  1800  Dorcas  Gale,  born  Nov.  9,  1777  Dutchess 
Co.,N.  Y. , probably  daughter  of  Noah  and  Phebe  Mead  Gale  of 
Amenta,  N.  Y.  She  died  Oct.  13,  1865  Unadilla,  N.  Y.  £.JjLAG5*?' 

Records  give  but  little  information  about  Havllah  Bun¬ 
nell.  He  is  mentioned  in  the  account  of  the  administrators  of 
the  estate  of  Noah  Bunnell  Nov.  1,  1791,  New  Milford,  Conn. 

His  share  of  the  estate  was  a  gun,  part  of  a  share  of  cooper 
tools,  about  one  half  acre  of  land,  and  an  interest  in  the 
house.  He  and  his  brother,  Salmon,  on  July  7,  1794  deeded 
property  in  New  Milford  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Quaker  settle¬ 
ment.  I  find  no  further  records  of  him  in  Litchfield  or  Fair- 
field  Counties,  Conn. 

Between  1794  and  1800  he  settled  in  Araenia,  N.  Y.  He  is 
listed  there  in  the  1800  census  with  the  following  persons  in 
the  family:  1  male  under  10  years,  2  males  and  2  females  be¬ 
tween  16  and  25  years,  2  males  between  26  and  44  years.  Thi3 
evidently  includes  himself  and  wife,  probably  not  his  son  Hi¬ 
ram  who  was  not  born  until  Dec.  1800,  and  possibly  a  sister 
and  brothers.  He  evidently  owned  no  property  in  Araenia  as  his 
name  does  not  appear  in  the  land  records  of  the  county.  The 
family  evidently  remained  in  Dutchess  Co.  only  a  few  years  as 
their  son  Salmon  was  born  in  Bainbridge  in  1806. 

Havilah  ounnell's  name  first  appears  in  the  land  records 
of  Chenango  Co.,N.  Y.  June  28,  1814  when  he  purchased  and 
mortgaged  property  in  Bainbridge.  Later  records  suggest  that 
he  operated  a  sawmill  upon  this  property  and  the  Biles'  record 
states  that  he  did  so.  In  1820  the  property  wa3  sold  at  fore¬ 
closure  sale.  On  May  1,  1824  Dorcas  Bunnell  repurchased  this 
property.  On  May  1,  1823  he  bought  a  part  of  lot  No.  78  in 
Bainbridge.  In  1839  this  property  was  deeded  to  Hiram  Bunnell 
by  the  other  heirs. 

From  these  land  records,  in  all  of  which  Havilah  is 
called  "of  Bainbridge",  it  would  seem  that  he  lived  continu¬ 
ously  in  Bainbridge  until  his  death.  I  understand  that  a  Bible 
in  the  possession  of  the  Henan  Bunnell  family  states  that 
Phebe  and  Heman  Bunnell  were  born  in  Franklin,  Delaware  Co.N.Y. 
Whether  the  family  lived  for  a  time  in  Franklin  or  visited 
there  has  not  been  determined.  Delaware  Co.  land  records  show 
that  he  owned  no  property  there.  A  grandson  of  Malinda  Bun¬ 
nell  Smith  believed  that  the  family  was  living  on  a  farm  near 
Windsor,  Broome  Co.  at  the  time  of  Havilah  Bunnell's  death 
and  later.  He  remembered  that  when  he  was  a  boy  an  uncle 
pointed  out  the  farm  to  him.  Havilah  owned  no  property  in 
Broome  Co.  and  no  evidence  of  his  having  lived  in  the  county 
has  been  found.  Since  he  was  living  in  Bainbridge  in  May  1823, 
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four  ninths  before  his  death,  it  is  probable  that  he  died 
there.  His  grave  has  r.ol  been  found. 

An  old  family  record,  dated  Feb.  17,  1349,  gives  the 
following:  "Havilah  and  Dorcas  Bunnell  were  brought  to  see 
the  great  necessity  of  attending  to  the  concerns  of  a  future 
state  in  1311  and  went  forward  and  gave  themselves  in  cove¬ 
nant,  hay  12,  1311,  an  i  gave  their  children  baptism  1812."  The 
record  does  not  state  where. 

Some  time  between  18 31  and  io39  Dorcas  Bunnell  married 
Melancthon  B.  Jarvis,  born  1775.  He  came  from  Norwalk,  Conn, 
to  Unadilla,  N.  Y.  shortly  before  1331.  He  ha i  been  previously 
married  to  Folly  Dmitri  in  1797  and  in  1803  tr  Clarissa  Jen¬ 
nings  who  died  in  1331.  In  1339  both  Melancthon  and  Dorcas 
Jarvis  signed  a  lued  with  other  heirs  of  riavilah  Bunnell,  .at 
which  time  they  were  of  Bainbridge. 

She  lived  during  "the  later  years  of  her  life  with  her 
daughter  Betsey  Vail  in  Unadilla.  In  the  New  York  state  census 
of  1365  she  is  listed  as  a  member  of  this  family  and  Dutchess 
Co. ,  N.  Y.  ifc  given  as  her  birthplace.  She  is  buried  in  the 
Jarvis  lot  in  the  churchyard  of  St.  Matthews  Church  in  Una¬ 
dilla.  Her  gravestone  bears  the  following  inscription:  "Dorcas/ 
Wife  of/  I/u  B.  Jarvis/  Died  Oct.  13,  1865/  Ae.  87  yrs./  11  mo./

A  sketch  of  her  life  written  by  Ellen  Bunnell  Sheldon 
in  1899  gives  interesting  facts  about  the  life  of  this  family. 
About  1835  or  6  Salmon  Bunnell  and  his  family  moved  from  Bain¬ 
bridge  to  Johnston,  Trumbull  Co., Ohio,  the  move  being  made  in 
a  two  horse  lumber  wagon.  The  new  home  of  unhewn  logs  was  in 
a  region  mostly  forest  with  only  a  few  scattered  settlers.  In 
1848  he  sold  his  farm  and  moved  to  Jefferson,  Ashtabula  Co. , 
Ohio.  In  1853  he  bought  a  tract  of  forest  land  in  the  north¬ 
eastern  part  of  the  town.  He  engaged  in  the  lumber  business 
and  operated  a  sawmill.  He  was  the  pioneer  of  that  corner  of 
the  town.  He  later  sold  this  property,  1863,  and  bought  a 
farm  near  town  on  the  main  road  between  Jefferson  and  A3hta- 
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bula.  His  will  was  made  Dec. 24,  1678  and  probated  Dec.  27, 

1882.

BEARDSLEY 

No  proof  of  the  ancestry  of  Mary  Beardsley,  wife  of  No¬ 
ah  Bunnell,  has  been  found.  In  fact,  the  only  statement  that 
her  name  was  Beardsley  that  1  can  discover’,  is  in  the  Biles' 
Bunnell  record,  "lie  (Noah  Bunnell)  married  June  9,  1763  Mary 

Beardsley,  daughter  of - at - .  "  As  stated  in  the 

account  of  the  jDunne'll  family,  it  would  appear  that  this  data 
was  taken  from  some  sort  of  family  record.  Unfortunately  the 
date  of  Mary  Beardsley's  birth  is  not  given. 

I  have  studied  every  Mar;y  Beardsley  listed  in  "Genealog¬ 
ical  History  of  the  Beardsley  Family  in  America"  by  J.  H. 
Beardsley,  and  of  these,  which  probably  do  not  include  all  the 
Mary  Beardsleys  of  the  period,  one  would  appear  to  be  the  wife 
of  Noah  Bunnell.  The  following  is  a  record  of  the  ancestry  of 
this  Mary  Beardsley,  and  I  be l.i eve  it  to  be  the  ancestry  of 
Mary  Beardsley,  mother  of  Havilah  aunnell,  the  subject  of  this 
record.  It  should  be  understood,  however,  that  the  connection 
is  not  proved,  and  that  the  Beardsley  record  therefore  does 
not  properly  belong  in  a  record  of  the  ancestors  of  Havilah 
Dunnell,  except  as  a  subject  for  further  investigation. 


The  following,  facts  suggest  that  Mary  Beardsley,  wife  of 
Noah  Bunnell,  and  Mary  .oeardsley ,  daughter  of  Gbadiah  and  Mer¬ 
cy  Jackson  ueardsley,  wore  identical: 

1.  Mary,  daughter  of  Gbadiah  Beardsley,  was  horn  Mar.  30,  1743 
Mary,  wife  of  Noah  Bunnell,  died  May  2,  1793  in  her  30th 
year.  No  other  Mary  neardsley  that  I  can  discover  even  ap¬ 
proximates  this  age. 

2.  Mary  Bunnell  named  her  first  daughter  Lucy.  Mary,  daughter 
of  Gbadiah,  had  a  sister  next  younger  named  Lucy.  Gf  the 
other  B.eardsley  family  names  Sarah  and  Salmon  are  repeated 
among  the  children  of  Mary  Bunnell,  Neither  of  these  names 
appeared  in  tne  family  of  Noah  nurmell, 

3.  Mary  Bunnell  named  a  son  aalmon  Beardsley ,  and  in  a  number 
of  records  both  names  were  used.  This  strongly  suggests  a 
family  name.  The  only  Salmon  Beardsley  I  can  find  for  whom 
he  might  have  been  named,  is  Salmon  ueardsley,  son  of  Gba¬ 
diah. 

4.  The  name  Salina,  another  daughter  of  Gbadiah,  appears  in 
the  next  generation  of  the  Bunnell  family,  daughter  of  Ha- 
vilah  -aunue'll. 

3.  Mary,  daughter  of  Gbadiah,  lived  in  New  Fairfield,  Conn, 
which  is  near  the  various  towns  in  which  the  Bunnells  lived 
David  Jackson  and  anna  Jackson  Bostwick,  brother  and  sister 
6.’  her  mother,  Mercy  Jackson,  lived  in  New  Milford. 

1  find  no  record  of  another  marriage  for  Mary,  daug.it er  of 
Obudiah  Beardsley. 

New  Fa i of  i eld  lurid  and  vital '  records, were,  burned, .  and 
Gbadiah  Beardsley  left  no  will,  so  it  is  probable  that  no  da¬ 
ta  to  prove  or  disprove  the  identity  of  our  Mary  Beardsley 
may  be  found.  It  would  seem  certain,  whatever  her  more  recent 
ancestors,  that  Mary  Beardsley  Bunnell  was  descended  from  will 
iam  and  Mary  Beardsley,  the  emigrants.

In  1714'  Benjamin  Bunnell  and  Caleb  Mallory  bought  prop¬ 


erty  in  New  Milford,  being  one  of  the  first  settlers  there. 

In  1719  there  were  only  twenty-three  families  settled  in  New 
Milford,  the  family  of  benjamin  Bunnell  being  among  them.  He 
was  a  sergeant  and  evidently  a  cooper,  ne  was  not  prominent  in 
town  affairs.  He  was  several  times  collector*  of  the  meeting 
house  rate,  and  was  a  member  of  various  committees,  for  plac¬ 
ing  of  seats  in  the  meeting  house,  and  for  building  the  school 
house  and  hiring  a  school  master.

Married 
June  9,  1703  (Biles'  record)  Mary  ^eardsley,  possibly  daughter 
of  Obadiah  and  Mercy  Jackson  Beardsley  of  New  Fairfield. 

It  is  not  known  where  the  family  was  living  when  most  of 
the  children  were  born.  No  records  of  mein  births  or  baptisms 
have  been  found  except  that  of  Sebah,  baptized  in  Derby,  Conn, 
in  1774.  The  Biles’  record  states  that  he  was  of  Fairfield  af¬ 
ter  leaving  Redding.  In  1765  Noah  Bunnell  signed  a  petition 
of  the  Society  of  Southbury  in  ./oodbury,  and  in  1774  a  peti¬ 
tion  to  the  assembly  of  the  township  of  Derby.  His  name  first 
appears  in  the  land  records  of  New  Milford  in  1785. 

The  only  Noah  Bunnell  listed  in  the  1790  census  was  in 
Clinton,  N.  Y.  He  is  listed  with  three  males  over  16  in  the 
family  and  two  females,  which  would  not  include  all  of  the 
family  of  Noah,  Sr.  The  record  of  his  estate  in  New  Milford 
1790  calls  him  of  New  Milford.  Possibly  Noah  of  Clinton  was 
the  son  Noah.  The  fact  that  business  relative  to  the  settle¬ 
ment  of  the  estate  was  taken  care  of  by  Salmon,  the  second 
son,  rather  than  by  Noah,  the  oldest  son,  suggests  that  he 
might  have  been  located  in  some  other  place.  If  the  Clinton 
Noah  Bunnell  is  Noah,  the  son,  I  cannot  account  for1  the  resi¬ 
dence  of  Noah  Sr.  and  his  family  at  the  time  the  1790  census 
was  taken.  The  Surrogate's  records  of  Dutchess  Co.,  N.  Y.  1794 
show  that  Noah  Bunnell,  late  of  Clinton,  N.  Y.  left  a  widow 
Rebecca,  which  supports  the  idea  that  Noah  of  Clinton  was  not 
identical  with  the  New  Milford  Noah,  a  Noah  mnnell,  died  Dec. 
11,  1790  in  his  50th  year  (one  report  says  30th),  is  buried  in 
the  Reformed  Dutch  Churchyard  in  Hyde  Park,  N.  Y. ,  near  Clin¬ 
ton.  Possibly  this  is  our  Noah  of  New  Milford  as  the  date  of 
death  and  the  age  certainly  correspond  well.  If  this  is  he, 
how  account  for  his  death  there?  Jus  he  visiting  his  3on  Noah 
in  Clinton  when  he  died,  and  burial  was  made  there  rather  than 
return  the  body  to  New  Milford  .in  the  winter?  Or  had  he  and 
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some  of  the  family  gone  to  Clinton  to  make  a  new  home,  leav¬ 
ing  the  rest  of  the  family  with  relatives?  The  administrator’ s 
record  of  his  estate  names  the  widow  Mary  and  all  the  children 
except  Lucy,  who  probably  died  young. 

Mary  Bunnell  is  ouried  in  Gallows  Hill  Burying  /Ground, 

New  Milford.  The  inscription  reads: "in  Memory  of  Mrs.  Mary, 
wife  to  Mr.  Noah  .runnel  who  died  Hay  2nd  1793  in  the  50th 
year  of  her  age."  There  is  apparently  another  grave  close  be¬ 
side  her  with  only  a  broken  fragment  of  stone.  Is. it  the  grave 
of  the  daughter  Lucy,  or  is  it  Noah  Bunnell? 

Noah  Bunnell  was  a  Revolutionary  soldier,  sergeant  in 
Capt.  John  xlinman' s  Co.,  13th  Regiment,  Conn.  Militia  command¬ 
ed  by  oenjamin  ninman.  his  name  appears  on  a  pay  abstract  of 
that  company  dated  Litchfield  county,  Woodbury,  June  1J,  1777. 
Place  of  enlistment  and  place  of  residence  are  not  shown. 

From  the  inventory  of  his  estate  in  the  New  Milford 
Probate  records  it  would  appear  that  Noah  Bunnell  was  a  cooper 
by  trade. 

The  dates  of  birth  and  marriage  of  Noah  Bunnell  and  the 
dates  of  birth  of  tne  children  are  from  the  Biles’  Bunnell 
records.  The  source  of  the  records  is  unknown,  but  their  com¬ 
pleteness  in  the  absence  of  town  records  of  the  births  suggests 
that  they  may  have  been  taken  from  some  family  records.

Signed  the  Planters'  Covenant  at  New  Haven  1644.  lie  and  his 
wife,  recently  married  were  before  the  court  Feb.  6,  1648/9 
and  the  record  mentions  that  he  was" subject  to  distractions, 
having  sometime  been  distempered  that  way".  He  bought  a  house, 
orchard  and  land  in  1651.  nis  home  iot  was  near  the  Milford 
line.  The  land  records  are  signed  with  iiis  initials,  a  step 
above  making  his  mark,  tie  was  a  large  landowner  as  evidenced 
by  numerous  deeds  on  record.  He  died  1898/9.  He  married  Mary 
probably  daughter  of  william  and  Elizabeth  Sale  Preston,  al¬ 
though  no  direct  proof  of  her  ancestry  has  seen  found.  The  fol 
lowing  facts  support  tnis  belief:  Mary  Preston  was  about  nine¬ 
teen  years  old  when  Peter  Mallory  married,  and  no  other  mar¬ 
riage  has  been  found  for  her.  Peter  named  a  son  William.  Some 
of  the  Mallorys  followed  the  migrations  of  the  Prestons  to 
Stratford  and  Woodbury.  John  Hunter  signed  tl}e  oath  of  alleg¬ 
iance  immediately  unaer  Peter.  His  will,  May  15,  1648,  gave 
his  small  estate  to  Si rah  meeker  (daughter  of  William  Preston) 
to  Peter  Malioiy,  and  to  Mary,  widow  of  william  Preston.  Hun¬ 
ter  and  Mallory  perhaps  lived  with  the  Preston  family  until 
the  death  of  Hunter  and  the  marriage  of  Mallory.  His  wife  died

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I.  JOHN  PLUMB 


Son  of  Robert  and  Grace  Crackbone  Plumb  of  Spayne's  Hall, 
^-Great  Yeldham,  Essex,  England.  Several  generations  of  the  fam¬ 
ily  in  England  have  been  traced.  He  was  born  in  Great  Yeldham 
July  28,  159^,  and  died  in  Branford,  Conn.  July  1648.  Married 
in  Eng.  Dorothy  -  who  died  after  1669.  Records  of  the  fam¬ 

ily  are  found  in  Ridgewell  Parish,  Eng.  where  they  were  living 
in  1634.  He  lived  in  and  prooably  owned  Ridge we 11  Hall  by  gift 
of  his  father  at  the  time  of  his  marriage,  he  probably  sold 
his  property  and  bought  a  ship  in  which  he  emigrated.  He  was 
among  the  first  settlers  and  proprietors  of  Wethersf ield,  Conn. 
1635.  He  was  the  first  ship  owner  in  Wethersfield,  and  car¬ 
ried  on  tradewith  the  Indians.  Moved  to  Branford  1644,  where 
at  the  first  town  meeting  he  was  elected  town  clerk,  an  of¬ 
fice  which  he  held  until  his  death.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
court  and  held  other  offices  in  Branford.

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ANCESTRY  OR  DORCAS  GnLE  BUNNELL 

No  proof  of  the  parentage  of  Dorcas  Gale  has  been  dis¬ 
covered,  although  considerable  search  has  been  made.  Various 
circumstances  suggest  that  she  might  have  been  the  daughter 
of  Noah  and  Phebe  Head  Gale  of  Amenia,  N.  Y.  i  but,  as  yet,  no 
evidence  that  they  had  a  daughter  Dorcas  has  been  found.  I  am 
including  the  lines  of  Noah  Gale  and  of  Phebe  Mead  in  this 
record  only  to  suggest  the  possibilities  of  Dorcas  Gale's  con 
nection,  and  as  a  basis  for  further  investigation.  As  yet 
there  is  not  one  bit  of  direct  evidence  that  Dorcas  Gale  be¬ 
longs  in  this  line. 

The  following  facts  suggest  that  Dorcas  Gale  may  have 
been  a  daughter  of  Noah  and  Phebe  Head  Gale: 

1.  According  to  the  1865  New  York  State  Census  of  Unadilla,  N 
Y.  Dorcas  Jarvis,  who  was  then  living  with  her  daughter, 
Betsey  Vail,  was  born  in  Dutchess  Co. ,N.Y. 

2.  The  17  ‘0  U.  S.  Census  for  Amenia,  Dutchess  Co.  N.  Y.  lists 
Noah  Gale  with  2  males  over  16,  3  under  16,  and  5  females. 
The  Mead  and  the  Gale  genealogies  list  only  three  children 
for  Noah  Gale,  Platt,  Augustus,  and  .Valter  (or  Walker).  It 
would  seem  from  the  census  record  that  is  only  a  partial 

/  list  of  their  children,  and  that  among  the  five  females  in 
the  family  there  were  several  daughters,  names  not  known. 
The  1800  Census  for  amenia  lists,  No.  5121,  Noah  Gale  with 
2  females  under  10  years,  2  males  between  10  and  15,  1 
male  and  1  female  between  16  and  25,  2  males  and  1  female 
45  years  or  over.  Comparing  this  with  the  1750  census,  if 
we  exclude  the  two  females  under  10,  evidently  born  since 
1790,  three  of  the  females  listed  in  the  1790  census  are 
found  to  be  missing  here.  Since  Dorcas  Gale  was  married  in 
April  1800,  the  facts  in  these  two  census  reports  could  be 
interpreted  as  supporting  the  theory  that  Dorcas  Gale  was 
a  daughter  of  Noah  and  Phebe  Head  Gale,  and  at  least  there 
is  nothing  in  them  to  contradict  the  theory. 

3.  The  1800  U.  S.  Census  for* amenia  lists,  No.  5124,  Havilah 

Bunnell  with  the  following  members  in  his  family:  1  male 
under  10,  2  males  and  2  females  between  16  and  25,  2  males 
betvveen  26  and  44.  This  is  tne  only  Bunnell  listed  in  Ame¬ 
nia,  and  Noah  Gale,  No.  5121,  is  the  only  Gale.  Two  theo¬ 
ries  may  be  built  up  here,  both  of  which  support  the  idea 

that  Dorcas  w as  the  daughter  of  Noah  and  Phebe  ..ead  Gale. 

Bince  the  marriage  of  Havilah  and  Dorcas  was  in  1800,  the 
year  of  the  census,  it  would  seem  that  she  w as  a  member  of 
the  only  Gale  family  living  in  amenia  at  the  time.  The 
fact  that  Havilah  had  such  a  large  family  in  Amenia  in  the 
year  of  his  marriage  suggests  that  he  with  some  of  his 
brothers  and  sisters  may  have  been  established  there  for 
some  time  before  his  marriage.  <*ith  only  two  numbers  in¬ 
tervening  between  those  of  Havilah  Bunnell  and  Noah  Gale 
in  the  census,  5121  and  5124,  it  seems  logical  to  suppose 
that  he  courted  and  married  the  daughter  of  his  near  neigh 

bor,  Noah  Gale.  If,  instead,  we  assume  that  he  settled  in 

amenia  after  his  marriage,  his  proximity  to  Noah  Gale,  as 


. 
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indicated  by  the  numbers,  may  be  interpreted  as  his  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  home  near  his  father-in-law,  possibly  on  Noah 
Gale  1 s  property. 

4.  No  record  of  the  date  of  marriage  for  Noah  and  Phebe  Mead 
Gale  has  been  found,  nor  is  the  date  of  birth  of  Phebe  Mead 
known.  Noah  Gale,  born  1751,  is  of  a  proper  age  to  have 
been  the  father  of  Dorcas  Gale,  born  in  1777.  a  study  of 
the  births  in  the  Mead  family  suggests  that  Phebe  and  her 
sister  Rachel  are  not  listed  in  the  proper  chronological 
order.  Rachel  Mead,  married  in  1765,  was  probably  born  be¬ 
fore  1756),  and  Phebe  may  have  been  next  in  age.  There  are 
several  dates  possible  for  her  between  others  of  the  fainijc, 
which  would  make  her  of  an  age  to  have  been  the  mother  of 
Dorcas.  There  is,  then,  nothing  in  the  dates,  as  far  as 
known  to  make  the  theory  of  Dorcas  Gale's  parentage  im¬ 
pose  ible . 

5.  a  comparison  of  names  in  the  Gale  anu  Mead  families  with 
those  of  the  Dunne  11  family  tends  to  support  trie  theory. 
Phebe  Mead  Gale  had  a  sister  Dorcas. 

Among  the  grandchildren  of  navi lan  and  Dorcus  Gale  Bunnell 
were  two  named  Augustus  and  two  named  nugusta.  Noah  and 
Phebe  Galeare  known  to  have  had  a  son  Augustus. 

/  Havilah  and  Dorcus  named  a  daughter  Phebe.  Was  it  for  Phebe 
Mend  Gale,  possibly  Dorcas'  mother? 

The  repetition  of  the  name  Heman  after  trie  first  Neman  Bun¬ 
nell  died,  suggests  a  determination  to  preserve  a  family 
name , particularly  with  the  Gale  added.  Although  I  have 
found  no  heman  Gale,  nor  did  Phebe  Mead  have  a  brother,  he- 
man,  at  least  two  of  her  brothers  named  sons  heman. 

Hiram,  the  name  of  the  oldest  Bunnell  son,  was  also  used 
several  times  in  the  families  of  Phei  e ' a  brothers.

In  none  of  these  is  there  any  record  of  Noah  Gale,  although 
his  brothers,  Jooiah  and  Roger,  are  several  times  mentioned. 
I  have  found  nothing  to  indicate  whether  Noah  Gale  and  his 
family  left  Dutchess  Co.  or  lived  and  died  there. 

13. Inquiry  indicates  that  there  are  apparently  no  Gales  around 
Arnenia  at  the  present  time,  nor  were  there  within  recent

Tradition  is  tnat  all  Gales  were  descended  from  four 
brothers,  natives  of  England,  who  landed  at  Boston  and  .settled 
in  different  parts  of  New  England.  Records  show  John  in  x os- 
ton  1634,  Richard  in  Jatertown,  1640,  Edmund  in  Cambridge  1642 
and  Hugh  in  Littery  or  York  1652.  Descent  from  Richard  only 
is  established.  John  died  young,  probably  unmarried.  There 
are  no  records  of  families  for  Hugh  or  Edmund,  but  some  Gales 
apparently  did  not  belong  to  Richard,  and  since  none  were 
found  as  far  north  as  nugn  was  in  York,  and  the  name  Hugh  was 
not  repeated,  prob-.bly  these  Gales  belonged  to  Edmund  and 
possibly  were  born  in  England.

The  connection  between  Joseph,  son  of  John  and  Mary,  and 
the  Joseph  listed  next  is  not  clearly  established.
